Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Chan et al. ("Architectural Tradeoffs in FPDB 
Computing Systems"). 

Chan discloses, in Fig. 3, a circuit comprising: 

a plurality of logic cells (see Logic in FPGAs); and 

a rearrangeable programmable network (I/O in FPGA and Rl, R2) interconnection said 
logic cells, said programmable interconnection network having 

a plurality of programmable switches (see FPGA and Programmable routing in section 
III), each programmable switch having a plurality of input terminals and a number of output 
terminals (see Fig. 3), signals on any input terminal passed to any output terminal responsive to a 
programming of said switch (since FPGA and Rl, R2 are programmable), 

said plurality of programmable switches arranged in a Benes network (Fig. 3 shows a 3 
stage C(2, 2, 4) Clos rearangeable network, see page 155 right column; it is implied that the 
circuit of Fig. 3 can be rearranged with Benes network, see page 152 right column) so as to form 
a rearrangeable network. 

Even if Benes network is not implied, the Clos network of Fig. 3 can be rearranged with 
Benes network with programming of FPGAs and routing chips Rl and R2. 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to rearrange circuit of Fig. 3 of Chan et al. with Benes network . 
It is an obvious matter of design choice. 

The recitation that, "an integrated circuit" has not been given patentable weight because it 
has been held that a preamble is denied the effect of a limitation where the claim is drawn to a 
structure and the portion of the claim following the preamble is a self-contained description of 
the structure not depending for completeness upon the introductory clause. Kropa v. Robie, 88 
USPQ 478 (CCPA1951). 

Regarding "the plurality of latches responsive to clock signals", it has been held that a 
recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed 
does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed 
structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987). 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude 11 granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 
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Claims 1-5 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-3, 10, and 27 of U.S. Patent No. 6,693,456. 

Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because the present application presents claims that are broader versions of the 
patented claims.
